The Michigan Architectural 
Foundation was established 
specifically to allow for the ac- 
quisition of the Beaubien 
House/MSA Headquarters. 
Through the Foundation, the 
past and continuing program of 
contributions for the Beaubien 
House's purchase is ad- 
ministered. Also, the Founda- 
tion's board has the responsibili- 
ty of overseeing the facility's ren- 
tal, maintenance, repairs, altera- 


tions, and up-grading. With any | 


old building many things have to 
be done to maintain and 
enhance the building's potential 
as a sound financial investment, 
allow for proper utilization by 
the MSA staff and society, and 
also to create the proper image 
for Michigan's architectural 
profession 

Over the past few years, 
various separate projects have at- 
tempted to restore or at least stop 
some of the building's deteriora- 
tion. But much is still to be done. 
In the past, the MSA has had a 
committee to address the Beau- 
bien House needs, A shopping 
list of possible efforts has been 
developed with some items be- 
ing accomplished. This spring, 
the Detroit Chapter initiated a 
Beaubien House Committee in 
parallel with the MSA Commit- 
tee. It appeared that a great deal 


of duplication of efforts was 
about to begin and it was found 
that several individuals were on 
both committees. 

To make the efforts of all more 
effective toward the single goal 
of the Beaubien House, and also 
fall under the responsibility of the 
Foundation, the MSA Board of 
Directors at the May 13, 1982 
meeting recommended and ap- 
proved the following: 

a. Recommended to the MSA 
Board to dissolve the Beau- 
bien House Committee with 
special thanks to Chairman 
Tony Marino, AIA. 

b. Formed a Michigan Archi- 
tectural Foundation-Beau- 
bien House Committee 
which would include the 
Detroit Chapter’s and MSA's 
Beaubien House commit- 
tees. 

c. Appointment of Charles T. 
McCafferty, AIA, as chair- 
man of the MAF-Beaubien 
House Committee. 

It was also hoped that the MAF- 
Beaubien House Committee 
would be a broader-based state- 
wide committee with greater 
participation from outstate 
chapters. It is now felt that a 
muddled situation has been 
streamlined with direct linkage to 
the Foundation. 

There are many items that 
need immediate attention. An 
overall master plan of action 
must be developed if grants are 
to be sought. Then the Beaubien 
House will be a representative 
anchor for the Michigan Society 
and the state achitectural 
profession.
